Dear Dre Jackman, 


Since my return to Hartford City Saturday, Mrs. Amstutz and I 
have been discussing the Alaska proposition, and looking at the figures. 
I had a seminary mate who used to be up there, and am writing him, to 
ask some of the questions I asked you last week. When I hear from him 
I will write you further. 


Mrs. Amstutz was rather anxious to hear about the school facilities 
for the children, and other things I never thought to mention- stores, 
whether a car is necessary, ctc. 


That book of Harry Franck's "The Lure of Alaska", gives the popu- 
lation of Skagway as 490, and describes the houses as “shacks, tumble-down", 
etc. The wharves appeared to be unused- a:general impression, in other 
words, of & ghost town that had seen its last useful days. It didn't sound 
too good. I am not averse to work, and never have been- nor am I of the 
opinion that the qualities needed are entirely lacking in my make-up. But 
it demands more thought and investigation. 


I was dissappointed somewhat to learn that the Board's policy 
is ldable to become a pare-and-conserve policy} rather than one of 
strong expansion when and where needed. I think we're on the wrong angle 
there, and believe very strongly that it is not the way to build a strong 
Church. I want to do everything I can to help that policy and that Church, 
and in that spirit I made my inquiry. I do pray that the neer future may 
see the way open for it.

Dr's Randolph has referred to me your letter of ae iry concern~ 
ing the Church at Klawock. While Klawock is listed as ment in the 
minutes of the General Assembly it is being served by a young Indian 
who has not had sufficient preparation for the ministry but who is 
doing a fine piece of werk among his ow peoples. In fact his work 
has beer so good that we have had a request to transfer him to an- 
other place where a constructive work needs to be done. We have not 
agreed to the transfer because we did not wart to leave Kl ewo al with» 
out the benefit of a ministry. 


You hale! kad doped vour interest in Alaska ond we in turn are 
in need of consecrated young couples to go up there. Our particular 
need at the present time is in Haines. Haines is largely a community 
of Indians with a minority of whites, and lies at the upper end of the 
Inside Passace in southeastern Alaska. On an adjoining property to our 
Church snd manse is the orphanage under the guidance of the Unit of Ed- 
ucational and Medical Work of our Board. ‘ie have forty-five Indian chil- 
dren in residence there who go to the public school and who are part of 
our Church program. ‘The minister there needs to be Pastor bo the commune 
ity, a counsellor to the orphanage, a leader for the program for the older 
boys and girls, « civilian chaplain for the soldiers in Chilkoot Barracks, 
and has the possibility of ministering some along the Dalton Highway north 
of Haines as well as an occasional ministry im a village Church in Klukwan 
twenty-two miles north of Haines. There is a great need in thie field and 
a sufficient amount of work to Sie hasta the finest and ,. energy 
which a minister has. © | 


Occasionally we have other vacancies in Alaska and we always Like to 
be in touch with those in the States who would like to go up there for 
service.

our Church has a membership of 295 with 171 in the Sunday School. 
That ftcure does not give a true picture of the situation. A con- 
siderable minority of the nembership is represented in the students. 
They come to the School, join the Church, then don't always move their 
members ip when they go back home. A stronger effort is being made to 
et them to taice their memberships to the Churches in their homes when

I am returning herewith, your file on the above indexed item. 


There is no more that I could say concerning this. I shall certainly not 
stand in the way of Mr. Brown if you are convinced that he is the man for the 
position, even though I shall have serious doubts in my own mind about the 

- adwisability of sending a man of his age and with his limited experience in 
all that pertains to the rougher aspects of life as it would be lived in the 
field now served by Klerekoper. While it may seem a small matter, one wonders 

- what would happen in the breakdown of a snowmobile in the middle of a blizzard 
miles away from any settlement. I should also hesitate from the standpoint of 
certain personality limitations. 


I am sure you will not misunderstand these observations. They are not made to 
keep Mr. Brown in his present position which, after all, can be much more 
readily filled than the one now occupied by Mr. Klerekoper.

It has been some time 
now since we received it, but both Betty and I wanted 
to be sure we were giving the right answer. I know 
you will understand the intervening time was spent 
trying to discover God's will in this matter. 


Because Alaska and her people have such a warm 
place in our hearts, and because we know how much 
must be done for our Lord there, it was indeed hard 
to decide not to accept your invitation and return. 
We feel that our answer must remain the same. 


A great challenging field seems to be opening up 
to us in the West which, if the Lord sees fit to call 
us, we should like to accept. My experience in Alaska 
and the Army seems to qualify me for this particular 
job. 


It is no lack of love for Alaska, nor a desire 
for a larger salary that are the determinant factors 
in this matter, and it is with genuine regret that we 
are unable to return to Alaska. 


I know the Lord will raise up a man who will do 
a great work for Him in Petersburg.
